General invitations to join the contributing end’ of the Navy 
YY, M. ©. A. are being circulated, each calling for a contribution of 
$2.00 annually. A rather pathetic appeal for funds is based upon 
the following considerations: 

“Growth of the peace propaganda, and consequent 
lessening of patriotic interest in Navy; national and no 
local appeal of our work; great increase in charitable 
appeals everywhere; lack of compulsory membership as in 
other Y. M. C; A.’s; absence of ships from Navy Yards 
causing decreased income from bulldings; large con- 
tributors started after Spanish War and lost by death or 
misfortune; low rates of charges in branches to allow 
apprentice seamen and low rated men access to privileges.” 

I cannot say that I am particularly sorry to note the decline in 
interest for this “patriotic” work. Such decline may indicate that 
healthy state of public conscience which likes to stick to the letter 
of the law. Recently the Navy Department refused permission to 
have a Catholic Chapel erected for the enlisted men. Church and 
State must not mix; but the whole Y. M. C. A. intrusion into the 
Army and Navy is a far greater mixing of the relations of Church 
and State than would be the building, at no expense to the Gov- 
ernment, of a Chapel for Catholic boys serving their country in 
{ts fighting forces. The Y. M. C. A. preaches “non-sectarianism;” 
but with a reservation. It is sectarian and nothing else. More

intended to harm the Catholic Church, but some grim joker 
sharpened both edges and it cuts Protestantism much worse than 
it cuts us. The Catholic hide is remarkably thick and the vulner- 
able places on it very few.

Down in the pleasant country which lies across the river from 
St. Louls, there ie a tract of land studded with Indian mounds. 
They rise, of many sizes and of various shapes, some no larger 
than a house, others vaster than any building raised by man. The 
giant of them all looks from a distance like a natural hill, so huge 
and mighty is its bulk, It is only when one comes closer, and sees 
the mathematical regularity of its shape, that he realizes that this 
tremendous heap of earth has been piled patiently together by the 
hands of men. There are millions of cubic yards of ground, heaped 
in that towering hill. Old oak trees grow on its sides, dwarfed by 
the vast bulk of the mound that rises over them. 

Instinctively one glances over the plain to see from what deep 
bole those ancient builders dug the soil which they piled Into their 
monuments. But no such a cavity is to be found. The earth of 
the mound is all surface-ground. It was scooped up by the patient 
hands of innumerable tollersa, and carried painfully in baskets from 
far and near ta be heaped up, and stamped down to form the 
shagey sides of this great hill. 

What a monument to concerted action and effort! What a 
stupendous proof of the power of combination! If any one of that 
forgotten tribe which bullt the hill had labored ali his life alone, 
he could not have piled up a Simgle corner of the monument. It 
was the concerted effort of hundreds of thousands that made the 
great total of the mound. 

We need such examples, the Insignificant individuals of today, 
to show us how much we can accomplish if we only lift and carry 
and plan and work together. It has beén thousands of years since 
this vanished race left their bones on the plain where they had 
builded, but the monument which they raised stands strong and 
solid against the tide of years. It is built of indestructible sub- 
stance. Its very hugeness is the pledge of Its permanence, When 
the crash of doom tears the earth asunder, the Indian mound will 
etill be standing, as permanent as the earth from which it springs. 

We should take a lesson from these ol builders. If we wish 
to do any enduring, vast important work we must do it all together. 
We must join in with other men, and be content to carry earth in 
baskets, little by little, and add our labors to the vast sum of toll 
and service. The opportunity for doing good Hes about us as com- 
mon as the ground on which we walk. There are a hundred easy 
activities which stretch about us, some of which it is the purpose 
of these papers to suggest,—and we may choose among them. We 
may carry the earth in whatever basket we will. But the one im- 
portant thing is that we should carry in concord, work with a com- 
mon purpose, spend our strength together. If we do so, then our 
small, insignificant Individua! labors will grow and multiply by the 
great arithmetic of union and brotherly sympathy, and we shal! do 
great things together.
